In the Aprif number, 1869, of the Amer- 
ican Law Review, the best legal periodical 
e@ by Little, Brown 
& Co., of Boston, there is a very interest- 
ing article entitled “Biuntschli’s Interna- 
tional Law.” 
The subject of Inter | duaw.is one 
of peculfar’ {nteres now. Wars and ru- 
mors of wars are rife. Grave internation- 
ul questions are engaging the attention of 
the world. 
The law of nations has hitherto been 
very ‘Vague. Farly history: kuew thing 
of ft. It ts comparattvely of recent birth 
and very slow growth; but it has taken a 
very vigorous start. The necessity for a 
well-defined, comprehensive and system- 
atized Code of international jurisprudence 
has become glaring. 
Dr. Bluntschli, a learned able German, 
has made‘the first effort to put this system 
of law into the form of an harmonious and 
logical Code; and well has he done his 
work. Admirably fitted for the duty by 
his genius, ripe scholarship, and practical 
acquaintance with great public questions, 
he has made a brilliant success. Concur- 
rently with his labors, a body of reform- 
er3 in England have been taking steps to- 
ward an international Code. Under the 
Jeadership of Mr. David Dudly Field, the 
Social Science Congress established a sec- 
tion of international law, which proposed 
to prepare a codified statement of the Law 
of Nations to be submitted to the govern- 
ments of Europe and America. Many able 
law writers in both countries, have been 
associated with themovement, each having 
a branch to prepare, anda report is to be 
made next summer. 
The vexed question lying dt the bottom 
of the Alabama claims, and which is ex- 
ercising England and America so greatly, 
is the liability of neutrals. For the bene-#

“ There are few topics of international 


that of the duties of neutrals, and there are 
certainly none more important to the wel- 
fare of mankind. After defining neutral- 
ity, and stating the familiar modifications 
to which it has been subjected, Bluntschli 
proceeds to point out that it is not a ques- 
tion of syimpathy, or of party feeling, but 
merely of a de facto abstinence from all aid 
to either be!ligerents in waging the war. 
It is immaterial how warmly a nation may 
desire the success of one party, or how 
|| army it may intend to remain aloof from 
hostilities, for it is a pure question of fact 


Neutrals are forbidden to raise 
troops, to allow territory to be used for 
purposes of war, or furnish subsistence to 
carry it on. 

“If private citizens choose to take part 
in the hostilities, the neutrality of their 
Government ig not impaired. The private 
and ordinary traflic in arms and munitions 
of war is not an infringement of neutral 
duty; but when this commerce rises to a 
magnitude which denotes a purpose to 
give succor to one or the other party, it ‘is 
immaterial whether the motive be profit or 
sympathy, Or as is apt to be the cise, both, 
for the fact of a breach of nentrality ex- 
ists. * * * 

“It is the duty of the State not only to 
refrain in its corporate capacity from all 
violations of neutral duty, but to enforce 
the same prohibition upon its citizens by 
its laws, and it is liable to the injured par- 
ty for its failure to do so. The so-called 
Foreign.

| topics of the law of nations, and are to'be 
judged in the light of that system, and if 


they are inefficient or inoperative it is the 
duty of the State to reform them. The 
failure to restrain its citizens from breaches 
of neutrality by efficient legislation is not 
a question of internal policy or of consti- 
tutional obligation, but an international 
wrong, for the consequences of which ev- 
ery nation must answer. J/,'therefore, the 
territory of a neutral State is used by a bel- 
ligerent power as a base of military or naval 
operations, a store-house of arms, or a re-

Pocket CorRN-SHELLER.—One of the most 
ingenious, cheap and useful inventions 
which hascome to our notice, since the 
“late unpleasantness,” is presented in the 
shape of a pocket corn-sheller, patented by 
a firm in Pittsburg, Pennsylvania. It con- 
sists of two arms of metal about six inches 
long, one eet of each being clamped 
together, and revolving freely around the 
centre of a short wooden handle. The 
other extremities are furnished with a 
double row of sharp spiral teeth, which 
grind the corn from the cob that is placed 
between them, and kept close by a hori- 
zontal screw that regulates the expansion 
of the two extremities so as toadjust them 
to the size of the cob. The handleis held 
in one hand, the cob placed in the mouth 
of thé sheller, a half dozen revolutions are 
made, and behold the cob is bare, and the 
corn lies in the basket before you. 

The value ofthis invention can scarcely 
be competed. A child of ten years can 
shell from four to six bushels an hour with 
the instrument, which is durable, cannot 
act outof repair, and costs but two dollars.
